Parley on India 
Not Encouraging 


LONDON, (AP)—Prime Minister 
Attlee conferred Wednesday with 
Moslem leaders Mohammed Alf Jin- 
nah and Liaquat Ali Khan in an 
effort to break the Moslem-Congress 
party deadlock in India and the 
result apparently was not encour- 
aging. 

The Indians, an informed source | 
said, told the prime minister that | 
the 90,000,000 Moslems never would | 
agree unreservedly to the complete 
sacrifice of their political and re- 
ligious identity which they believed 
is involved in Britain’s program for 
Indian independence. 

Mr. Attlee was said to have re- | 
plied that, unless the Moslems | 
played their part in achieving 
political unity in India, not only 
their own aims but the future peace 
of the sub-continent, if not of the 
world, would be threatened by fra- 
tricidal strife. 

An authoritative source said Mr.

Premier Macdonald has long held | 
out for exclusive provincial occu- 
pation of the minor tax fields, such 
as gasoline, electricity, amusement 
and pari-mutuel betting taxes. It 
is now probable he will get the gas- 
Oline field, at least.

Mineral titles could not be can- 
celled without previous notice of in- 
tention to cancel being given to the 
owner, he added. 

Mr Phelps said the mineral taxa- 
tion act was drafted because the 
C.C.F, administration decided that 
those who received mineral rights 
now should be taxed for the 
privilege.
